A letter from the President. 


This is my very first "President’s Letter", and in many ways, I find the 
writing of this letter to be an extremely difficult task at this time. The 
reason for this is the recent murder of Ron Miller, the Past-President of the 
N.C.N.A. and long time member of the Board of Directors of our organization. 
Ron was the owner of the Fremont Coin Gallery and he was murdered during a 
robbery at his shop on March 16, 1993. Ron was 48 and he is survived by his 
wife Diana and three young children, Adam, Aaron and Sarah. Two 17 year old 
juveniles and an adult have recently been arrested for this crime. 


Ron was a founding member of the Fremont Coin Club and an active member 
and ardent supporter of many local coin clubs and organizations. He served the 
local numismatic community as an officer in many coin clubs and was often a 
guest speaker during club meetings, speaking on a wide variety of numismatic 
subjects. He "set-up" at many local and national coin shows and was an 
extremely knowledgeable dealer and well respected by fellow coin dealers. 


Having known Ron for well over 20 years, I can truly say that he was not 
"just another coin dealer", rather, he was true numismatist in every sense of 
my understanding of the word. Ron really loved numismatics and did everything 
possible to promote the hobby, especially with young people, who are the future 
of our hobby. He was always eager to share his expertise and knowledge with 
all with whom he came in contact. He took very valuable time which could have 
been spent with his wife and children, and spent it instead with his numismatic 
family. This is the very essence of what Ron was about and we, his numismatic 
family, truly share in the pain of his loss. 


The N.C.N.A. was also a benefactor of an association with Ron Miller. Ron 
served our organization as the bourse chairman for many of our annual coin 
shows, a club representative, both Vice-President and President, and was still 
serving our organization as a Vice-President at the time of his most untimely 
and unjust death. All of these activities required tremendous effort and great 
amounts of valuable personal time over the many years that Ron served our 
Association. He was extremely hard working, willing to accept challenges, 
reliable, honest and most of all, a fair man. If there was discord, Ron would 
work hard to resolve matters though a spirit of goodwill, compromise and 
understanding. You could trust his decisions and recommendations and most of 
all, you could depend on his support and friendship and steady mature 
leadership. We in the Board of Directors of our Association, will miss Ron 
very much but surely not forget him nor the countless contributions which he 
made to the N.C.N.A. I most sincerely hope, that our Association will prosper 
through the example of the legacy with which we are left. I am proud to say 
that Ron Miller was a very dear friend and colleague, and that I have been 
enriched by the moments we shared together.

In the nearly two months since Ron Miller's tragic murder, nat- 
tional publications and most every local coin club periodical within 
our northern California region have printed memorials and eulogies. 
Such remembrances, such tribute, and such sympathy and Sincerity are 
all testimony to Ron, his character, his career, and his service over 
the years to our coin hobby. 


These words here are only poor seconds and thirds to the numer- 
ous reflections and empathy already printed, and with so much having 
already been committed to print, these words are also unworthy, but 
as sO many prior expressions, these do come from the heart. 


With all the Ron was and did, leaving a rich, profound, and en- 
during legacy and tone for us and our hobby, the difficulty is to 
find some meaning out of this tragedy, if such could even be attempt- 
ed, and to fathom the sorrow and Sympathy so universally burdened. 


When the Board of Directors of our Association met last April 
19th, the topic was Ron, not so much as to what the Association should 
do in recognition and respect, but what Ron had done for us all. Each 
of us said something: expressed some long age story or talked of this 
or that about Ron. It was a roast of love. It was a group striving to 
find meaning in a cruel world. It was friends hoping, as only loving 

xB men and women can, that maybe, just maybe, Ron might walk-in ther 
and order as he always did his favorite steak. 


Ron touched us all. Touched. Influenced. Assisted. Contributed. 
Participated. Donated. Attended. Spoke. Shared. Suggested. Served. 
Supported. Displayed. Worked, and so on. Read this short Listot 
verbs, and you learn quickly what his character was, what man among 
men and women he was, and what memory sadly he is now. 


Ron is gone. Memories and remembrances are not all that is our 
legacy; rather, for me, for some of us, and for all us in the end, 
there is a challenge. No one can ever replace Ron. He was unique, 
but we would fail ourselves and our hobby, which Ron loved so much, 
if we did not strive to equal his example. 


Pause now. Read the verbs above. Think for a minute. The best 
praise, the greatest award, and most eternal honor would be for all 
us, not to wallow in sorrow, something Ron would hate, but to go 
Boru Living. bite and serving our beloved hobby as Ron did; thus, 
making Ron's final triumph practicing his ‘dedi: ion and devotion.
